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LETTER FROM OUR SAILOR 
BOY 

Manila, P. I., Nov. 80, 1006. 
Editor Roundabout: 

Ab I have nothing 
to do, and 820 men to help 
me do it, I thought I would drop 
you a few lines "just for fun. " 

On the 8th day of Sept. 1900, 
the cruiser Squadron, U. S. F. S. 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Colorado and Maiyland, got under 
way at Newport, R. I., at two p. 
in., headed for Gibraltar. 

On our thirdjday out we hit a 
very strong blow that shoek us up 
some few. But it only lasted two 
days. 

On the 18th of Sept., we drop- 
ped anchor at Gibraltar. The 
rock is about 1400 feet high and 
8* miles thick and 5 miles long. 
There is a town around the bottom 
of the rock, with about 2,000 sol. 
diers on top. There is a gun 
mounted for each year. We laid 
there rive days. During our stay 
the H. M. S. Drake, flagship of 
the English cruiser squadron, gave 
us a fine smoker. Everybody had 
a very good time; lasted till 11 :00 
p. ui. 

On the 28d. we got under way 
from Gibraltar at 7 a. m., bead- 
ed for Naples, Italy. After a 
run of about 8 days, we reached 
Naples, and laid about \\ miles 
from Mt. Vesuvius. She was 
grumbling and smoking most all 
the time we were there, but that 
is going on all of the time. 

Naplea has 800,000 population- 
It has some fine stores and 
churches. There are a good many 
poor people there, so it is not very 
pleasant the first time that we 
went ashore, but after that we 
were "wise." The streets are so 
crowded that you have got to "go 
some" to get through the 'crowd. 
The Chaplain got up a party to 
go to Rome. About 50 went, but 
things were not coming my way, 
and I could not go. But they had 
a rery good time. 

Staying in Naples about 4 days, 
at 10:50 a.m., September 80th, 
we left, headed for Athens, Greece. 
On the first night out we passed 
Mount Stromboly, the only vol- 
cano that erupts continually, and 
as we passed her at night, it look- 
ed fine. I stayed up till 12 watch- 
ing for it. 

After a good run of a few days, 
we dropped anchor in Athens. ,

A good many of 



the fine, old buildings and palaces 
are partly standing. They are 
made almost all of marble. There 
are some marble pillars, lying on 
the ground, that have been there 
since the time nf Christ. 

After a stay of 4 days, we left 
Athens at 8 a. m., on the 6th ofj 
October. 

After a run of 3 days we came 
to Port Said, Egypt. 

Port Said is not a very large 
place, but as there is a caravan 
stable, on the opposite side, we 
could see caravans of 5 to 50 
camels coming in off the desert, 
some with very big loads. 

We stayed in Port Said 4 days 
and coaled ships (natives did the 
coaling. ) 

On October 14th we started 
through the canal. As the Suez is 
very narrow, about 90 feet wide 
and 86 miles long, walled in moat 
all of the way, every ship must 
have a pilot before entering. The 
canal is about 80 feet deep, and 
as we draw 27 feet, you see we did 
not have much "elbow grease." 
There is a railroad running along 
with the canal the whole length. 
It was very hot. We saw all 
kinds of camels on the way, some 
of which had been mixed up in a 
sand storm and they were beautis. 

After a very hot journey, for 18 
hours, we auchored in Bitter Lake 
and passed out of the oaual at 11 
a. m. , headed for Bombay, India. 

After a good run of almost ten 
days through very hot seas, we 
sighted Bombay, and anchored at 
10:25 a. m. Got paid the second 
day we were in and most 
body went ashore, but as it is 
almost the same as Naples, it soon 
got old. Bombay has some very 
fine hotels, churches and store 
There are several differentreligiona 
in Bombay. One of them have 
very strange ways of doing away 
with their dead. They have a 
round honse with about 100,000 
vultures. They chain the birds 
while they eat the bodiea. Thia 
is the Temple of Silence. 

Some throw the bodiea on a big 
bonfire. While this performance 
is going on " No visitors allowed. 1 1 
But you may hear the ekull crack 
a long way. You can get a 
"gagge" or buggy, for 20o per 
hour and ride all over the city. 
In the poor part of the city, tome 
of them carry sick babies around 
with them and beg. 



We stayed in Bombay 7 day 
and coaled ship, and took on 
atotea. On the 81at of October 
at 10:80 a. m., we got under way 
headed for |Singapore, Malay Pe- | 
ninsular, and after afoodjrun of 7 
days we dropped anchor in Singa- 
pore Bay. Diavolo (the loop the 
loop man ), was down there and 
he came on board almoct as eoon 
as we dropped anchor. He 
started a search, looking for some 
one from Columbus, Ohio. He 
found a man he was looking for 
and he almost "eat him alive." 

Singapore is not a very large 
place and there waa no liberty 
granted. 

Stayed in Singapore 2 or 8 days 
and coaled ship. On Nov. 8, at 
8 :45 a. m. . we got under way head- 
ed for Manila, P. I. On our 
second day out we started racing. 
We all "knocked out" about 22 
knots. About 11 a. m. our star- 
board engine went on the bum, 
which delayed ua for about 12 or 
14 hours, but the other ships kept 
on, and at 4 p. m. the Maryland 
was in the lead. When we broke 
down we were walking with tbem. 
Whem the race waa over they 
slowed down to 5 or 6 knots for 
ua to catcb up. At 4 a. m., on 
the 16th; we caught up, but bad 
to run very slow. 

At 8:45 a. m., on the 18th, we 
dropped anchor at Cavite Navy 
Yard,' had the engine repaired and 
coaled ship. We proceeded IXo 
Manila, distance of 8 miles. Me 
go on the range for target t£» 
on the tenth, and after that we 
proceed to Hong Kong, China, 
and they Bay we will make an 
Australian cruise, 

Manila ia a very good place, 
population about 400,000, with 
quite a few Americana. It ia very 
hot in the day, but it ia "all to 
the roses" at night. 

We are now laying almost 14,- 
500 miles from New York and are 
not through going yet. 

Well I suppose, as I have about 
taken flp all of your time, I will 
have to start to make arrange- 
ments to bring thia note to a 
close for this time. Hoping to 
hear from you soon.

A herculean effort will be made 
during the week" commencing 
Monday, January 81, to complete 
the fund of $40,000 required to 
give Kentucky a proper represen- 
tation at the Jamestown Expo- 
sition. The Exposition will open 
at Norfolk, Va., April 26, next, 
and promises to be one of the most 
interesting World's Fairs ever 
held. The Kentucky General As- 
sembly failed to provide a fund 
for a State Building or a State ex- 
hibit and the task must be carried 
out by the citizens of this Com- 
monwealth. Members of the 
Kentucky-Jamestown Exposition 
Commission, of which Col. J. 
Stoddard' Johnston is president, 
have been devoting their time and 
services gratuitously to this move- 
ment, and now they call on the 
public-spirited citizens of the 
State, arguing with considerable 
force that Kentucky's participa- 
tion in the Exposition will mean 
assistance toward the general de- 
velopment of the State. It is 
further pointed out thaT Ken- 
tucky, recognized as the first and 
foremost daughter of Virginia, 
should, above all other States, 
have a place in this Exposition. J 

Believing that the public- 
spirited citizens and business en- 
terprises of Kentucky will not 
permit the State to go unrepre- 
sented, the Kentucky Commission 
has already secured an ideal site 
for a State Building, and has 
begun the collection of logs which 
will be used in a replica of the 
Fort at Boonesboro— Kentucky's 
proposed structure at the Fair. It 
is hoped to Mend to Jamestown, on 
or before February 1, the first 
shipment of logs for the building 



and exhibits from this State. 

The week of January 21, has 
been designated as "Kentucky- 
Jamestown Week." A personal 
I canvass for funds will be made in 
every county of the State. An 
equitable division of the sum ex- 
pected from the entire State has 
been made. Each county is re- 
quested to raise a sum amounting 
to one per cent, of the revenue 
turned over by the county to the 
State treasury for the fiscal year 
ending June 80, 1905. Each 
county in the State has much 
natural wealth and many possi- 
bilities to offer to outside in- 
vestors, and it is felt that an 
elaborate exhibit and a State 
Building will attract attention to 
Kentucky and arouse interest in 
her resources and possibilities.

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 

Officer Kills Man in Self-Defense. 

On Wednesday night last Officer 
Win. Hayden was called to the 
Aldrldgfi house, on tin" corner of 
Bmadway and Washington 
streets, by the occupants to try 
and quiet James Sudduth (who 
occupies a portion of the house), 
but who was drinking and annoy- 
ing some young ladies in the 
house. 

When Officer Hayden, who had 
been summoned by telephone, ar- 
rived at the scene, he found Mr. 
Finnie Bryant (who also lives in 
the house), trying to persuade 
Sudduth to go up stairs to bed. 

The two men finally succeeded 
in getting Sudduth to his room 
and agreeing to go to bed. Hay- 
den them started down the steps 
with a lamp in his hand. Just as 
he reached the landing place 
below, he heard Sudduth exclaim 
"Here I am after you, iikea brave 
man," and looking up he found 
the muzzle of a double-barreled 
shotgun leveled on him, and, 
before he could move, a shot rang 
out and a load of buckshot whizzed 
within a few inches of his head, 
burying themselves in the door 
and wall. 

Quickly realizing that he must 
act rapidly, the officer still hold- 
ing the lamp in his left hand, 
drew his pistol and fired three 
shots as fast as the mechanism of 
his gun would work. One shot 
took effect in Sudduth's abdomen, 
severing an artery and producing 
death in a few moments. One 
shot went through Sudduth's 
pants and the other went wild. 

Sudduth fell to the floor, still 
grasping the gun, with the other 
barrel aocked, but was so badly 
wounded that he could not use it. 

Mr. A. D. Brown and Mr. Fin. 
nie Bryant took the gun out of 
Sudduth'ajiands and placed him 
on the bed. Drs. Fish and Kel- 
ler were summoned, but when 
they reached the scene Sudduth 
was dead. 

Officer Hayden at once sur- 
rendered himself and was taken 
by Chief of Police Mangan before 
Judge J. H. Polsgrove, who re- 
leased him on his own recognizance 
to await the action of the grand 
jury. 

Coroner Graham took charge of 
the body and held an inquest, the 
jury returning a verdiet in ac- 
count with the facts. 

Sudduth leaves a wife and three 
children. He is well connected 
in the county. He has paid the 
penalty for hisi misdeeds, and 
many hearts will bleed. 

Officer Hayden has the sym- 
pathy of the public in his misfor- 
tune, which, however much he 
may be blameless, will be a source 
of sorrow henceforth. He seems 
to bear a charmed life, as, once 
before, he was shot squarely in 
the abdomen, and was thought to 
be mortally wounded, but it 
turned out to be only a slight 
flesh wound, the ball barely pene- 
trating the skin. The marvel is 
that he was not instantly killed 
this time, as Sudduth was so olose 
to him that it was almost a 
mira?le«shat he was not killed.

"KENTUCKY-JAMESTOWN 
WEEK. 



Emergency Campaign Planned for 
Six" Days, Beginning 
Jan. If 

"Kentucky-Jamestown Week" 
ia to be observed throughout 
the State during the six days, 
commencing January 21. Ar- 
rangements to this end have been 
made by the Kentucky Jamestown 
Exposition Commission, of which 
Col. J. Stoddard Johnson is presi- 
dent. From January 21 until the 
opening of the Exposition only 95 
days will elapse. In order to 
erect a State Building and make 
an exhibit of Kentucky's products 
and resources it is necessary that 
the required fund of $40,000 be 
secured at once. 

During this week an emergency 
campaign for funds is to be 
waged. The president of the 
Commission has named a promi- 
nent citizen in each county of the 
State to act as county chairman 
of a committer of five or more 
persons. Personal solicitation 
will be made of individuals and 
business enterprises in the respec- 
tive counties for the purpose of 
securing funds. It is the hope ot 
the Commission to obtain thou- 
sands of subscriptions and small 
contributions as well as large ones 
will be acceptable. 

In the larger cities and towns 
of the State, mass meetings will 
be conducted during the week. 
These are to be addressed by 
speakers of State prominence who 
will set forth the necessity for 
for a Kentucky representation at 
Jamestown, as such a movement 
is in the interest of the general 
development, of the State. About 
25 other State* have already ar- 
ranged to have buildings and ex- 
hibits at. Jamestown and it is de- 
clared that Kentucky can not 
•fiord to remain away. 

Advices from Norfolk, indicate 
that the Exposition will open on 
th" appointed time, April 2(5. 
Construction work is well ad- 
vanced and many of the Expo- 
sition buildings have been com- 
pleted. Several States have fin- 
ished their buildings. The build- 
ing to be erected hy Kentucky will 
be of logs shipped from this State 
to Jamestown, and it is to be a 
replica of Daniel Boone's Fort. 
Tin- Kentucky Building will nes- 
tle in a beautiful pine grove on 
the shores of Hampton Roads and 
overlooking the spot where the 
fight between the Monitor and 
Merriinac occurred. It is said to 
be the finest site on the' Expo- 
sition grounds. 

In the State Exhibit Building, 
Kentucky has an allotment of ex- 
cellent space covering an erea of 
•boat 2,500 square feet cultural 
and forestry exhibits. In the 
Mines and Metallurgy Building 
over 1,000 square feet has been 
allotted to this State, and Prof. 
C. J. Norwood, Director of Min- 



eral Exhibits, is now engaged in 
preparing an elaborate exhibit. 
The Bluegrass State will also be 
represented in the Educational 
Building.. 

It is hoped to make a collective 
exhibit of Kentucky's manufao- 
tures and also of Kentucky food 
products in the respective build- 
ings set apart for these purposes. 
The Greater Louisville Expo- 
sition, to be held the latter part 
of March, will no doubt furnish 
many exhibits of manufactures 
which can lie taken to the James- 
town Exposition.

CANNING FACTORY 



The more we see of Dr. Baxter 
and the better we become acquaint 
ed with him and his business 
methods, the more convinced we 
become that he is a hustler— one 
of those men who do things— a 
leader.

And 
here again has Dr. Baxter shown 
his faith in the practicability of 
the canning factory scheme. He 
has just purchased lots 1 and 2, 
block 28, 140 feet of the west end 
of block 29. These lots Dr. Bax- 
ter will give to the canning fac- 
tory. 

The lots are in a good location, 
being along the Frisco tracks near 
the berry sheds. The buildings 
will be easy of access to haulers 
and adequate arrangements nade 
for the unloading and weighing 
out of wagons rapidly. Work on 
the factory buildings will be Start- 
ed at once and the buildings com- 
pleted and machinery installed 
ready for the strawberry crop. 

So another public enterprise is 
cinched for the new Neosho, the 
little city that is going to do 
things.
